Raised In Upright Position.

Girders 
weighing more than twice as much 
as the bronze figure were hoisted 
nearly as high and set in place 
about a year ago. 
Frank White and Louis Bauman 


of the General Bronze WorkSj who 
were sent here to superintend the 
erecting of the figure, have had 
years of experience in similar work. 
Placed On Scaffold. 


When the figure reached the top 


of the tower it was swung around 
and lowered to a scaffold where it 
will remain for a few days while ar- 
rangements are being made for 
placing it in its permanent position. 
The derrick must bt moved around 
to a position where it can swing the 
figure up to the pedestal. There it 
will be held in position until it is 
secured to. its base by heavy bolts 
that encircle the base. It is expect- 
ed that this will be done either Sat- 
urday or Monday. 


State business practically came to 
a standstill when all employes and 
officers flocked to windows and oth- 
er vantage points to view the lifting 
of the figure. Governor Weaver ap- 
parently arrived late for he stood 
outside the enclosure in the packed 
throng of watchers. Two other 
members of the capitol commission 
Roy Cochran and W. E. Hardy, were 
inside the enclosure where they aid- 
ed photographers in obtaining good 
views of the figure. 


Two workmen obtained the best 
seats about half way up the tower 
on a temporary s c a f f o l d , but 
paid the price when they discovered 
after the figure had been raised that 
they were stranded. Someone had 
removed the rope by which they had 
reached the scaffold. It was only 
after 
considerable pleading that 
other workmen finally consented to 
aid them. 


A flock of nearly fifty pigeons 
were apparently as interested in the 
proceaure as the people below. Ths 
birds flew in swttt circles around 
the tower while the figure was being 
raised. Finally as it reached the top

COLUMBUS, O., April 24—</P)— 
Attorney General Gilbert Gettman 
left Ohio penitentiary hastily this 
afternoon to confer with Governor 
Cooper on a proposal to temporari- 
ly suspend Preston Thomas as war- 
den. 
The action was taken when 


several thousand 
prisoners 
an- 


nounced they would revolt against 
Thomas' rule. They charged the 
warden with "cruelty" and held him 
responsible in part for the 318 fa- 
talities in the prison fire disaster. 


Open Warfare Feared. 


COLUMBUS, O., April 24rr(/P)— 


As investigators of the Ohio peni- 
tentiaiy fire today continued their 
probe into the disaster which took 
a life toll of 318 convicts, the gen- 
eral spirit of unrest in the prison 
flamed into open revolt aeainst dis- 
cipline. After a night ol disquiet- 
ing reports, some 2,000 convicts in 
the idle house threatened open war- 
fare if they were not released im- 
mediately. They said they would 
kill the score of guards in the cell 
block if they were not turned loose 
from the cage into the yard. 
In the yard itself another dis- 
order occurred. Some 100 convicts, 
confined temporarily in the chapel, 
were inflamed by incendiary 
speeches made by leaders.. These 
men were from the cell block where 
a majority of the victims died. Na- 
tional guard officers and prison of- 
ficials attempted to quiet them. 
Despite appeals from ministers to 


be quiet, the men in the idle house 
continued the disturbance. 
The only lock between them and 
the yard was a steel door leading 
out o* the cage, behind which are 
the cells.

The 100 men from the chapel 


finally came out into the 
prison 
yard and milled about, shouting 
and 
screaming. They 
attacked 


George Richmond, a convict editor 
of the penitentiary paper. He was 
rescued by guards before he was in- 
injured seriously. 


Guardsmen Beady. 
Prison officials and guards were 
doing all in their power to quiet 
the unruly men. On the outside 
more than 1,000 fully armed Ohio 
national guardsmen, regular army 
soldiers from Fort Hayes and naval 
reservists were prepared for emer-

peal which has been made." 


CoL R. S. Haubrich, commanding 


officer of the Ohio national guard, 
who was inside the prison for an 
hour, reported to Warden Thomas 
that the prisoners were organized 
and had their leaders.

down a revolt.

With Alfonse Capone, the scar- 
faced overlord of gangland, named 
first* the Chicago Crime Commis- 
sion prepared a list of twenty-eight 
notorious gangsters, gunmen and 
racketeers who "are constantly in 
conflict with the law." 
Edited by Frank J. Lbesch, presi- 
dent of the crime body and a mem- 
ber of President Hoover's law en- 
forcement commission, the list was 
sent to'city, county and federal law 
enforcement agencies with a re- 
minder that "there men are public 
enemies and should be treat ac- 
cordingly."

"All for Law." 


The crime commission's action it

Trio Perishes When Plane 


Strikes Hillside Near 


Attica, N. Y. 


ATTICA, N. Y., April 24—W— 


Department of commerce inspectors 
were ordered here today to investi- 
gate an airplane accident in which 
Maj. 
Lionel M. Woolson, widely 


known motor designer and chief 
aeronautical engineer for the Pack- 
ard Afstor Co, and two compan- 
ions were killed. 


Maj. 
WoMson, Carl B. Knight, 


chief test pilot for the Verville Air- 
craft corporation of Detroit, and 
Harold B. Scutt, a pilot of Douglas- 
ton, N. Y., lost their lives when the 
Diesel-motored Verville plane they 
were flying from Detroit to New 
York crashed into a hillside during 
a severe snow storm. 


Run Into Snow? 


The party left Detroit at 9:30 a. 
m., yesterday, stopped at Buffalo, 
N. Y., for lunch and had been in 
the air but a short time'on their 
way to New York when they ran 
into a heavy snow. 
A gang of men working on the 
tracks of the Attica and Arcade 
railroad said they heard the plane 
pass overhead going east, then a 
few minutes later heard it returning. 
Then there was a crash as the plane 
struck the side of a hill and rolled 
into a ravine. 
Officials 
who viewed the wreck 


said they believed Scutt had been 
piloting the plane at the time and 
was attempting to make a landing 
to await clearing weather when, 
blinded by the snow flurry, he 
failed to see the hill until it was 
too late.

Developed New Engine. 


The Diesel aircraft motor which 
operated on fuel oil instead of gas- 
oline, thereby reducing the fire haz- 
ard in airplanes, was the last ac- 
complishment in Major Woolson's 
career as a motor designer. He was 
42 years old. 
He joined the army air service In 


1917 and wts assigned to McCook 
field, Dayton, O., as superintendent 
of ground testing of airplane motors 


After the war he joined the Pack- 


ard Motor Co. engineering staff and 
developed a series of aircraft motors 
of 1.500, 800 and 500 horsepower 
which were used in several record- 
breaking speed planes. 
During the last ten years he was 


engaged in experiments to adapt 
the Diesel engine principle to air- 
craft motors and was credited with 
having solved the weight problem 
which had balked previous efforts 
to design Diesel aircraft motors. 
Designed Flight Engines. 
He designed the engines on the 
navy dirigible Shenandoah and also 
the motor in the seaplane inwhicli 
Com. John Rodgers made his dis- 
tance record with a night to Hono- 
lulu in 1925. 


He designed the motors used in a 
large number of navy fighting air- 
craft and motors which were used 
in Gar Wood's boats in the Harms- 
worth trophy races. 


He leaves a wife and two children 
at his home in Detroit.

THE CITIZEN AND THE 


CENSUS. 


Only a'few more days remain in which to complete 


the census of the city of Lincoln. 


Even with the months of preparation, the elaborate 


machinery established, and the painstaking methods 
adopted, there is no^ikelihood of the census present- 
ing a true and faithful record of a community's pop- 
ulation without the individual help of its citizens. 
This is more true today than ever before because 
thousands of women are engaged in business and in- 
dustrial activities, where ten and twenty years ago 
the census enumerator was certain to find them at 
their homes. To secure information concerning those 
whose duties take them away from home during the 
hours of the day is, indeed, a difficult task, and unless 
employers co-operate with the census officials it is 
certain there will be hundreds of rames omitted from 
the count when the final tabulations are made. 


It Is of distinct importance to Lincoln that every- 


one making their home within the community shall 
be counted in the census. It has a most vital bear- 
ing upon business and industry. It is directly re- 
lated to the future growth and development of the 
Nebraska capital. Those who have made their homes 
here for any considerable period of time know there 
has been most gratifying growth. It is reflected in 
larger residential districts, gradually pushing south- 
ward and eastward from the old portions of the city. 
It can be seen in the business institutions which have 
been built in the last fifteen years. But this evidence 
which is before us cannot be seen by those living in 
other cities and towns in other sections of the United 
States. All that, they have to go on in forming their 
opinion of Lincoln as a growing city is the census re- 
turn. And, if through carelessness, indifference and 
neglect, hundreds of names are omitted from the 
enumeration, first the community and then each in- 
dividual citizen suffers. 


That is a splendid suggestion which comes from 


President Sanderson of the Lincoln Chamber of Com- 
merce that employers of labor should make careful 
inquiry in order to make certain that everyone has 
filled In a census blank. The responsibility is like- 
wise an individual one. No one, recognizing that the 
census has a direct bearing upon the growth of Lin- 
coln, has performed his or her full civic duty until 
the required questions have been answered and the 
return made to the proper census official. 


This is a matter of pressing importance. Good in- 


tentions will be of little value if not acted upon im- 
mediately because the time is rapidly drawing near 
when the census enumeration will be finished. If it 
develops after that date there are hundreds of peo- 
ple living in Lincoln who have not filled in blanks, 
and as a result the population figures are several 
thousand below what they actually should be, we will 
have no one to blame but ourselves. 


Let everyone who has neglected to fill in a blank 


do so immediately.

Besides serving the needs of vehicular communica- 


tion between southern Nebraska and the two chief 
cities of the state, the D. L. D. is also the shortest 
and best route on the trip between Chicago and Den- 
ver.

While this is being done, the state will also pro- 


ceed with the paving of other main routes, such as 
the Cornhusker highway, the Lincoln highway, and 
;he King of Trails, state Engineer Cochran has 
planned a well-balanced program along this line, in- 
;ended to take care of the chief needs of the dif- 
ferent sections of Nebraska as rapidly as possible with 
,he available federal and state funds. 


The Gretna situation should be handled prompt- 


y by co-operation of all concerned; it is to be hoped 
that whatever routing may ultimately be selectPd as 
the most advantageous may receive the approval of 
all interests. 


BLOCKING THE HOOVER PROGRAM. 


The government at Washington is certainly work- 


ing at cross purposes. Just a few weeks ago the head 
of the executive department called into conference 
all of the Industrial leaders and transportation mag- 
nates of the country and urged upon them the ne- 
cessity of going ahead full speed with construction 
work and capital improvements, that the unemploy- 
ment situation might be relieved and business stabil- 
ized. And now comes the legislative department with 
>roposals to do everything possible to discourage 
,hose who would build and put a damper upon al- 
most every form of construction. 


The house seems determined to plaster cement,

dications now are that it will succeed in its purpose. 
This of course means that the cost of building will be 
still further increased, with the result that many im- 
provements which might be made, giving employment 
;o large numbers of workers, will be deferred or en-

A CHAIRMAN WHO WON'T RESIGN. 


Extremely harsh language is applied to Chairman 


Claudius H. Huston of the republican national com- 
mittee, because of his seeming refusal to retire from 
the organization undci fire.

in the department- of Commerce and became head 
of the republican national committee in deference 
to the president's wishes. That was before the lobby 
investigation had placed Mr. Huston in a light em- 
barrassing and surprising to his friends, particularly 
the president as The Kansas City Star puts it. exas- 
perating to the national committee and injurious to 
the party.

emphasis placed upon Chahman Huston's connection 
with' the administration. Actually it is more nominal 
than real. He has nothing to do with policies or ad- 
ministration. He is In charge of the party machinery 
but until the next national election, that is of no 
importance. The customary voice which his position 
would |rive him in the party circles certainly will not 
fall to him. The criticism of Huston is the natural

President Hoover succeed- 
ed in exacting from those whom he called into con- 
ference promises that they would go ahead with the 
program urged by him. It is now up to the executive 
to make it possible for these men to do as they 
agreed, by either showing congressmen the evil of 
their ways or returning to them the monstrous meas- 
ure proposed by them, not only without his approval, 
but with a stinging expression of disapproval. 


EDUCATION AND SOCIAL LIFE. 


More education and less society at.the University 


of Wisconsin is being sought by the faculty at that 
institution. It recently proposed drastic curricular 
changes in an attempt to return university interest 
to educational purposes. 


A special faculty committee which studied the prob- 


lem reported that many students were going to the 
university, not chjefly to get an education but to- 
enjoy the social life that has grown up around uni- 
versity training. "These get in the way of earnest 
students and waste money for which the university 
is trustee for the state," the committee's report de- 
clared. 


The Wisconsin action is but one of many that, can 


be expected in coming years in an attempt to reor- 
ganize educational procedure in institutions of high- 
er learning. State institutions have been prone to 
refuse to take action to maintain the standards they 
felt needed in the fear that wiping out of students 
would antagonize large numbers of taxpayers whose 
support would be needed to secure legislative aid for 
the college or university.

demnation. Taxpayers will not continue indefinitely 
to provide lunds for education of students unable or 
unwilling to take advantage of such training. Sooner 
or later the state institutions are going to nave to 
face the task of limiting those who may enter or 
eliminating those who should not continue in the 
interest of economy.

But thpse conditions cover 
far more than the purely intellect- 
ual. Therefore any man who re- 
fuses toact beyond the limits of 
logical certitude necessarily limits 
the range of his personality. 


We are meant to be "believers" as 
well as ."knowers." All may .ask 
questions which none can answer. 
Further, we secure a firmer struc- 
ture of character and achievement 
when we make assumptions than 
when we confine ourselves to dem- 
onstrable facts. Hence Anselm's 
axiom "credo ut intelligam." 
Moreover, faith and belief are not 
synonymous. Faith involves trust 
and self -commitment. You can be- 
lieve and still not have faith in the 
Biblical seus. Faith is action ac- 
cording to one's belief, basing every- 
thing one has or is on the results 
of that action, and these results are 
the criteria by which beliefs are 
validated. No man can 
demon- 
strate God. But we can point to 
men and women who are what they 
are because they believe in God and 
surrender themselves to all that be- 
lief involves. 
So if'the churches followed your 
advice they would cease to have 
any specific mission. Their func- 
tion is to keep alive in men the con- 
sciousness that beyond the horizon 
there is still more sea.

THE CITIZEN AND THE 
CENSUS. 
Only • few more days remain In which to complete 
the census of the city of Lincoln. 
Even with the months of preparation, the elab orate 
machinery estab lished, and the painstaking methodi 
adopted, there Is no^likelihood of the census present­ 
ing a true and faithful record of a « immunity's pop­ 
ulation without the Individual help of its citizens. 
This Is more true today than ever b efore b ecause 
thousands of women are engaged In b usiness and In­ 
dustrial activities, where ten and twenty years ago 
the census enumerator was certain to find them at 
their homes. To secure Informatlcm concerning thwse 
whose duties take them away from home during the 
hours of the day is, Indeed, 
a difficult task, and unless 
employers co-operate with the census officials it Is 
certain there will b e hundreds of names omitted from 
the count when the final tab ulations are made. 
It Is of distinct lmj» rtance to Lincoln that every­ 
one making their home within the community shall 
b e counted In the census. It has a most vital b ear­ 
ing upon b usiness and Industry. It is directly re­ 
lated to the future growth and development of the 
Neb raska capital. Those who have made their homes 
here for any considerab le period of time know there 
has b een most gratifying growth. It Is reflected in 
larger residential districts, gradually pushing south­ 
ward and eastward from the old portions of the city. 
It can b e seen In the b usiness Institutions which have 
b een b uilt In the last fifteen years. But this evidence 
which Is b efore us cannot b e seen b y those living In 
other cities and towns In other sections of the United 
States. All that, they have to go on In forming their 
opinion of Lincoln a.s a growing city is the census re­ 
turn. And. if through carelessness, indifference and 
neglect, hundreds of names are omitted innn the 
enumeration, first the community and then each In­ 
dividual citizen suffers. 
That Is a splendid suggestion which comes from 
President Sanderson of the Lincoln Chamb er of Com­ 
merce that employers of lab or should make careful 
inq uiry In order to make certain that everyone has 
filled in a census b lank. The responsib ility Is like­ 
wise an Individual one. No one, recognizing that the 
census has a direct b earing upon the growth of Lin­ 
coln. has performed his or her full civic duty until 
the req uired q uestions have b een answered and the 
return made to the proper census official. 
This is a matter of pressing Impm-tance. Good In­ 
tentions will b e of little value If not acted upon im­ 
mediately b ecause the time Is rapidly drawing near 
when the census enumeration will b e finished. If It 
develops after that date there are hundreds of peo­ 
ple Uving in Lincoln who have not filled in b lanks, 
and as a result the population figures are several 
thousand b elow what they actually should b e, we will 
have no one to b lame b ut ourselVM. 
Let everyone who has neglected to fill in 
a b lank 
do so Immediately.

the King of Trails. 
State Engineer Cochran has 
planned a well-b alanced program along this line. In­ 
tended to take care of the chief needs of the dif­ 
ferent sections of Neb raska as rapidly as possib le with 
the availab le federal and state funds. 
The Gretna situation should b e handled prompt­ 
ly b y co-operation of all concerned; It is to b e hoped 
that whatever routing may ultimately b e selected as 
the most advanUgeous may receive the approval of 
all Interests.

greater extent Increase their profits.

This called for an 
Investment of over a million dollars, and no one Is 
simple enough to b elieve that the men who put their 
money into it would have done so had the b usiness 
not b een a paying one. Aa for lumb er, testimony has 
shown that it can b e produced In this country cheap­ 
er than in those whose products the house tariff 
would shut out.

A CHAIRMAN WHO WON’T RESIGN. 
Extremely harsh language is applied to Chairman 
Claudius H. Huston of the repub lican national com­ 
mittee, b ecause of his seeming refusal to retire from 
the organization under fire. 
Mr. Huston was a former suusoclate 
o i Mr, Hoover 
in the department of Commerce and b ecame head 
of the repub lican national committee In deference 
to the president’s wishes. That was b efore the lob b y 
investigation had placed Mr. Huston in a light em­ 
b arrassing and surprising to his friends, particularly 
tl>e president as The Kansas City Star puts it. exas­ 
perating to the national committee and Injurious to 
the party. 
"Naturally enough Mr. Hoover dislikes the ob liga­ 
tion to b ring ab out the Chairman’s resignation, b ut 
In the end. unle.ss Mr. Huston resigns or the com­ 
mittee unseats him. this ob ligation will have to b e 
met. no matter how unpleasant It may b e. Mean­ 
while Mr. Huston shows no appreciation of his ob li­ 
gation to the iwesldent. no consideration for the com­ 
mittee. or the party. If he did, he would relieve the 
situation b y voluntary resignation. His usefulness 
has b een ended. He is no longer an asset, b ut a 
Uab lllty.” 
After all It appears there Is b eing a great deal of 
emphasis placed upon Chairman Huston’s connection 
with the administration. Actually it is more nominal 
than real. He has nothing to do with policies or ad- 
mlnistratl(m. He Is In charge of the party machinery 
b ut until the next national election, that is of no 
Importan« » . The customary voice which his position 
would give him In the party circles certainly will not 
fall to him. 'The criticism of Huston is the natural 
fruit of the campaign made against Raskob . In b oth 
Instances they have b een Interesting and ab sorb ing 
b ut of little conseq uenle. 


EDUCATION AND SOCIAL LITE. 
More education and less society at . the University 
of Wisconsin is b eing sought b y the faculty at that 
Institution. 
It recently proposed drastic curricular 
changes In an attempt to return university Interest 
to educational purpose# . 
A special faculty ccMnmlttee which studied the prob ­ 
lem reported that many students were going to the 
university, not ch^fly to get an education b ut to • 
enjoy the social life that has grown up around uni­ 
versity training. “’These get in the way of earnest 
students and waste money for which the university 
is trustee for the state,” the committee’s report de­ 
clared. 
The Wisconsin action Is b ut one of many that can 
b e expected In coming years In an attempt to reor­ 
ganize educational procedure In Instituticms of high­ 
er learning. SUte institutions have b een prone to 
refuse to take action to maintain the standards they 
felt needed In the fear that wlj^ng out of students 
would antagonl» large numb ers of taxpayers whose 
support would b e needed to secure leglslattve aid for 
the college or university. 
The concern was iMr<rt)ab ly Justified b ut In tlte long 
run a courageous policy will b e the only means of 
protecting the state universities from general con­ 
demnation. Taxpayers will not continue Indefinitely 
to provide funds for education of students unab le 
o x 
unwilling to take advantage of such training. Sooner 
or later the stete InsUtutions are going to have to 
face the task of limiting those who may enter or 
eliminating those who should not continue in the 
interest of ecimomy.

LINCOLN BUILDING 


Much New Construction In City 


Never Listed in Reports, Keal 


Estate Board Finds. 


A move to 
give Lincoln 
full 
credit for all building operations, 
instead of only that portion which 
shows on the building permits at 
the city hall, is to be undertaken 
by the Lincoln Real Estate board, 
and the Lincoln Builders bureau 
co-operating. 
The 
amount of 
building in Lincoln 
not included 
in the permits, annually amounts 
to many thousands 
of 
dollars, 
it is claimed. As a result the 
figures 
that 
are broadcast do 
not represent the exact situation 
and the community is not being 
represented in its true light. 
Those fostering the most point 


out that since the construction of 
the state capital started, not a 
cent of the cost has been shown 
in the aggregate of the building 
record at the end of the year. The 
same also is true of construction 
on the university campus. Work 
is still in progress at both places, 
and unless the records are kept, it 
i& pointed out this year will not 
show the aggregate as it really is. 
The veterans hospital is another 
Lincoln project that will not be 
shown. 
The same would be true 


of any construction done by the 
city in the 
event the 
proposed 
financial program is approved at 
the August primary election. 


The Real Estate board is now 
collecting weekly data concerning 
virtually every phase of building 
with the exception of that which 
does not require permits. 
As a 
result, it. is pointed out that at 
the end of the year the realtors 
will know just how many 
me- 
chanics liens 
there 
are "gainst 
business and residential 
property 
They also will have the amount of 
money invested in homes through 
the building and loan companies, 
and liens held by building material 
supply 
houses. More 
important, 
however, it is declared, the tabula- 
tions also will show the actual 
number o/ homes and other build- 
ings built and paid for when com- 
pleted. 


So far as the homes are con- 
cerned, it is said by realtors that 
the tabulations probably will show 
that a majonty come in this latter 
classification. It also is their belief 
that mechanics hens will be shown 
almost nil. One of the reasons for 
the survey now being made, is to 
either confirm or refute this belief.
